It would be hard to cite any 
agreement of this type which 
has endured when it did not 
register “an existing. situation 
of fact”—that is to say, when the 
over-all balance of interests and 
forces did not make it profitable, 
necessary and expedient’ to ob- 
serve the agreement or to let it 
be enforced. But in the Soviet 
diplomacy this rule is literally 
and nakedly and ruthlessly fol- 
lowed.

In thinking about it, let us

America; or, on the other hand, 
that Stalin is Hitler, and that his 
purpose is the military conquest 
of the world. 

There is every reason to think 
that Stalin will use, as he has 
used, military power as a politi- 
cal instrument, and that his para- 
mount political objective is to 
extrude the United States from 
Asia and from Europe, to push 
the United States back into the 
isolation from which it emerged 
ten years ago.
